Cerebral embolism, or Cie occlusion 
or plugging of aa artery iu Hie brain, 
causes sudden death. G rowths or veg­ 
etations form on the valves of the 
heart. 
W hile attached they are harm ­ 
less, but the instant one, large or small, 
becomes loosened and enters the rapid 
arterial current a very perilous condi­ 
tion obtains. 
The embolus, or plug. 
enters a vessel that becomes narrow er 
and narrow er and at last it Is arrested 
and occludes or plugs the artery, there­ 
by cutting off the blood supply. 
The 
force of the blood current back of the 
embolus keeps It at the seat of arrest. 
In brain cases the middle cerebral ar­ 
tery, at the base of the brain, is a f­ 
fected. 
Once lodged, unconsciousness 
follows and soon death. 
Some of tho 
sym ptom s resemble those of ti true 
cerebral 
hem orrhage or apoplexy.—
